SuAKGHAt, October 10.~It la rumored 


that 40,000 Japanese troopa have lauded 
near Haikwan on the boundary be- 
tween the Chinese provinces of Man» 
•churita and Obi Li, at tbe eastern end 
«f the great wall wbicb traverses China. 
The telegraph wires bave been cut. A 
report, claeaed here as unreliable, eaya 
tbe Japanese have effected a landing 
near New Chawng, in the gulf of Loao 
Ton. Several Japanese warships bave 
been sighted off Takauar. Another re- 
port is that after a skirmish which took 
placo north of the Yalu river yesterday, 
tbe Japanese were driven back across 
tbe river. Advices from Port Arthur 
say that repairs of the Chinese licet en- 
gaged in the battle of Yalu river have 
been completed, and that the fleet will 
proceed to sea today. Suan Haikwan, 
where tbo Japanese are reported to bave 
landed 40,000 troops, ia oil tbe railroad 
building from Tientsin to Moukden.and 
ia of great strategetic importance. The 
opinion is expressed that if Suan Haik- 
wan is captured there is nothing to pre- 
vent the Japanese marching on to 
Pekiu.

A BUILDING FALLS. 


Sleeping Tenants Buried Under the 


Ruins. 


KKIV YoHtt.October 10.—Eight persona 


dead, one child missing and thirteen in- 
dividuals were' seriously injured by the 
«ollai)Be of a new eight-story building 
on Monroe street at 4 o'clock this morn- 
inc. The structure fell upon a house 
adjoining and in tbe rear, both places 
being filled with sleeping tenants who 
were buried under the tremendous 
ruins. Scantily clad neighbors, aroused 
by tbo crash, mined far under the 
debris of bricks and beams and morttir. 
From tbe ruins they took tbe dead and 
injured. The new building was com- 
pleted yesterday afternoon. The fury 
of tliCKulu cracked the building diagon- 
ally from top to bottom. Two eye wit- 
nesses saw the crack outlined, and in an 
instant the building toppled and fell. 
The building is said to have been badly 
cane true ted. The owner of the building 
vi'iis arrested but has been released on 
parole. The contractor cannot be found 
liy the police.

Also that the blame should 
te laid on the Producers' Kaisin Pack- 
ng Co., and it is for that resnnn that we 
are answering what we consider an un- 
warranted attack. It might also bo well 
Lo call the attention of the public to the 
act that Mr. Hodgkin was one of the 
people v.'ho, through tbe influence of 
be firm that packed his raisius last 
fear, appeared in print find over bis 
ignature charged the Producers' Raisin 
3acking Co. with breaking the market, 
jrliich charge waa by us so thoroughly 
iisproved that they dare not make any 
eply. 
Tbe Producers' Raisin Packing Co. 


intered into this association, tbe State 
>f California Raisin Growers' and Pack- 
ers' Co., with the full intention of 
landing by its laws and upholding the 
irices, and it was not until we diseov- 
jred to our entire satisfaction that the 
association was being conducted oil 
ines inimical to tbo interests of tbe 
[rowers that we refused to he governed 
ly ita rules any longer. Perhaps a few 
of the following fuels, which bave been 
:opied from the secretary's records of 
he meetings of tbe board of directors 
if the State of California Rais:n Grow- 
ire' and Puckers' Co., will be of interest 
o the growers at large. 


On July 19th it was agreed by the 


ward of directors that the certified 
hecks should not'be put up by the 
inckere until the required number of 
lores bad been obtained, but on August 
he Hth the GrHlin & Skclley Company 
and Butler and Forsyth tendered their, 
hecks to the amount of $10,000 each, 
aid checks being made nayublu to the ' 
ordur of themselves "iiu not indorsed !

Company); consequently, as far us the 
aQpociution was concerned tbo checks 
wcro as worthless as so many bits ot 
taper.

Ou the recurdtf of the meeting of Au- 


;iist3d Is tho following: "Thedirectors 
vilt meet prices that may be made out- 
side of the combination," and this was 
done by tbe board luat Monday, and wo 
ircsuuio tho reason that it was not in- 
iluded in tbo report was owing to the 
fact that on August 14th a resolution 
was passed that nothing bo given to the 
lublic by the secretary or any member 
of tbe board except by the consent of 
tho majority. Ou August IGth prices 
were llxed on tho baels of $1.35 for 
Tcrowu layern and 8^4 cents for 3-crowu 
oose. Our company had repeated offers 
on a basis of $1.25 for 3-crown layers, 
and 3J4 cents for 3-crown looao. We 
received the&u offers from over a dozen 
different sections of tbo country, from 
New Orleans in tho south to St. Paul in 
the north, und as far east, as the Atlantic 
ocean. 
The agents ulao stated that 


other packers were selling at these prices, 
and furthermore stilting that they hurl 
seen actual contracts, and urging us to 
accept orders on tho same basis. Our 
reply waa that wo would not shade as- 
sociation prices, and for that reason we 
loat tlieac orders. 
Wo presumed of 


course that other packers wero acting 
in good faith, and would sustain tbe 
market by refusing to sell at nricos be- 
low those fixed by the association. Tho 
stockholders in our company hy a reso- 
lution asked thut the prices fixed on 
August 16th should bo maintained, and 
a copy of tho resolution was given to 
tho board of directors of the State ol 
California Raisin Growers' and Puckers' 
Company; bub on September 10th, 
jigainst the vote of our representative on 
the board, tbe prices wero reduced 10 
cents on a box of layers, mid }£ cent 
pound on 3 and 4-crown looae. 


We claim that commission packers 


bave no right whatever to reduce the 
price of goods in which he has no 
money, without the consent of every 
man delivering to him. From the in- 
formation we have gathered we aro sure 
that tbe reduction was made for the 
purpose of covering up previous sales 
that had been made cither at cut prices 
of $1.26 for layers, which would be a re- 
duction of 10 cents n bos, or which bad 
been made at blank prices; and when 
these packers found the outside packers 
were quoting layers at $1.25, and as they 
had sold and guaranteed against their 
prices, they would be forced to sell their 
goods at $1.25, they made up their tnimla 
that they would force the association to 
reduce tho Gelling price. The writer 
saw a letter from a point in Texas 
dated September 2 and writen to ft 
wholesale house, stating that they hat? 
positive information that the combina- 
tion or association would lower prices 
September 6, which was eventually done 
it an adjourned meeting on Septem 
jerlOth. The question IB : From whom 
Hd these parties get their information 
f there was not some pretl^poaed plai 
to lower prices.

SUNDAY CLOSING. 


THE CITY TRUSTEES TO BE PE- 


TITIONED. 


Nu Further Efforts to lie Hade With 


the (Supervisors—The Prob- 


able Outcome. 


It la learned that tbo advocates of 


Sunday closing of saloons in tine city 
iave within the laat few days effected 
an entire change of base, and will com- 
mence a new campaign on altogether 
different lines from those adopted last 
auinincr. 


In that campaign certain methods 


were adopted, among them a system of 
espionage, which even the most staunch 
opponents of Sunday liquor dealing now 
id out to be unwise and un-Atnericuii. 
Moreover, the necessity for such action 
B scarcely liable to arise if the plan of 
mmpaign already mapped out ia carried 
nto effect. 
It will be necessary to glance for a 


noment at the recent history of the 
Iquor question In Fresno city to under- 
stand why the change of base has been 
Bade, and why the auti-ealoon element 
iave decided to bring preeeure on the 
city trustees and to ignore the supervis- 
ors altogether for the present. 


The board of supervisors on October 


LSth of last year passed ordinance No. 
i2, which among other things prohibit- 
ed the sale of intoxicating Ikmor after 
certain hours of the night and on Sun- 
days. The application of the Sunday 
closing clause waa equivalent to making 
idlice regulations for the city of Fresno, 
and the supreme court has recently de- 
cided that the supervisors of a county 
cannot make police regulations for an 
ncorporated city. 


The two special cases affecting the 


ssue between the saloon keepers and 
the supervisors have both been ruled on 
adversely to the supervisors. 
In the 


one instance George Scherrer, a San 
Jose saloon keeper, recently arrested for 
violating the ordinance passed by the 
ioard of Supervisors of Santa Clara 
county, was ordered released by the su- 
preme court, to which he had appealed 
in a writ of habeas corpus. 


This decision was in conformity with 
.nother juat previously made by the su- 
ireme court m the cane of one Roach, 
a saloon keeper of Han ford, who was ar- 
rested for violating an order of the 
viuga county supervisors. This order 
>rohibited the sale of intoxicants be- 
ween 10 p.m. and 5 a.m. 
Roach con- 


ended that since lie held a license 
[ranted by tho incorporated town of 
lanford the order of the supervisors 
must be inoperative. In other words, the 
contention was Unit the suucrvisors have 
no police power within the limits of an 
ncurponitvd town or city and the su- 
>remu court upholds this contention, 
jy the state constitution equal no'.VGr is 
[ivcn tho town and county governments, 
uiil it is held Unit one may not conflict 
i'ith the other in matters of police requ- 
ations. 


The court says: "By the organ tea- 
Ion of the city within tho boundaries 
if the county the territory thus organ- 
zed is drawn from the legislative uon- 
rol of tho county upon tho designated 
mbjecta, and placed under the legiehL- 
ive control of its own council, and the 
principle of local government, which 
Hirvades the entire instrument, is con- 
rtncingof the intention to withdraw the 
city from the control of tho county and 
o deprive thu county of any power to 
uinul or supersede the regulations of 
.he city upon tho subjects which have 
been confided to its control." 


Although tho supervisors have not for- 


iially recognized this ruling, since tho 
ext has not come officially before them, 
they hove practically thrown up the 


igo by postponing indefinitely con- 
ration of liquor license petitions. 


Fhia ie equivalent at all events to nn aban- 
donment of the prosecution instigated 
against sixteen local saloon keepers for 
selling Hquar without u license, and U 
also establishes tho proposition that 
..here are not likely to be any proeecu- 
ions. by- the board as a whole under the 
Sunday closing ordinance. Mr. Butler 
iau not receded from his position on 
his issue, and Mr. tiayre'a vote would 
to in tho same direction, namely of 
enforcing the ordinance, but the three 
other members of the board have de- 
clared in unmistakable terms that they 
will not waste any more money in liquor 
.cense prosecutions. 


As a natural result of the decision of 


JIQ supreme court it matters nothing 
o the anti-liquor people now whether 
every member of the Board of Super- 
visors bo a Prohibitionist or a* liquor 
olerationists; and a strong factor in 
tlr. Butler's campaign for re-election aa 
supervisor la thus removed. 


The Prohibitionist are not alone in 
he new move which is now being made 
o close up tho saloons in the city of 
frcHiio on Sundays. They have the 
entire temperance element behind them, 
and the numerous citizens who, while 
tot opposed to the moderate uao of 
Jquor, are decidedly in favor of n quiet 
Sunday and the withdrawal of all at- 
tractions to tho hoodlum element to 
crowd into town on the day of reet. It 
seems probable from inquiry that, the 
petition which will be presented to the 
Jity'f rustees will be signed by not fewer 
than 1000 reputable male residents of 
Fresno, the majority of them taxpayers 
and citizens of the United States. 


Tho promoters of the movement have 


been carefully measuring their chances 
and they find very nearly the same 
numerical problem presented as on the 
Board of Supervisors. That IB to say 
that there are five members of the 
Board of Trustees, two whom, Adams 
and Herrington, are likely to oppose 
Sunday closing; two, Church and Cray- 
croft, to favor it, and one, Joseph Spin- 
, who is liable to vote either way. H 


..___ be seen how cljsely tins grouping of 
the members resembles that which oc- 
curred on the Board of Supervisors 
when the same iaeue was discussed. 
The Sunday closing people claim that 
they have a good show for bringing Mr. 
Spinney over to their views. 


The Prohibitionists and temperance 


agitators of Fresno have also been con- 
sidering the same proposition which is 
now being discussed by their fellow 
thinkers in Santa Cruz county. 
The 


latter have been asking the mipemsora 
of that county for months to submit 
them.tier of closing the saloons alto- 
gether to a 
popular vote. This is 


an application of the local option 
proposition, but the success of such 
u measure is not considered as assured 
under present conditions by those who 
hope for the best resnlta from the city 
trustees. It is felt that if the Sunday 
closini! of ealoona could be assured in 
Freeno tlwy would be willing to let the 
question of prohibition tafeo its chances 
at some time in the future.

If there are any who doubt the value 


of the San Joaquiu Valley railroad to 
3au Francisco a brief inquiry into the 
present conditions of transportation 
will convince them of its importance to 
;he commerce of the port.' It will give 
,he city the benefit of the sea route, and 
jnd for the San Joaquin valley the eye- 
xjm of rates that haa forced shippers to 
give the railroad the long overland haul. 


Under tho present scheduled it costs 


nore to send goods from San Francisco

valley than to bring the earno tuodu by 
eea from New York or Europe, It costs 
^11 a ton to get goods by steamer from 
New York to San Francisco. It costs 
flO to $17 to get tbo same goods into the 
•San Joaquin vull«y. It c»sta $8 a ton to 
uriug iron from Now York to San Fran- 
cisco. It coHta $10 40 a ton in carload 
ots to uet tho eamc iron from San Frun- 
:ieco to jjakorslleld. It coatu within u 
icw cents of :is much to pet a curloiul of 
wine from Fresno to Siin Francisco us to 
send the etune carload from Sun Fran- 
cisco to New York, and tho railroad 
charges twice us much for carrying n 
;arload of wine from Freeno to New 
York UB from Sun Francisco to New 
York. 


Tliuso arc eamptes of the whole sched- 


ule of rates. That Lchedulc is framed 
with the ilctjtgu of shutting the in- 
terior from the benefit of the sea car- 
riage and of Bending all freight by the 
overland lines. It has succeeded in this 
Llesign so far that the California towns 
in the upper parts of tho Sacramento 
UK! Sun Jonquil) valleye, and all Cali- 
fornia towns away from the coast and 
the rivers, might bo a throuvand miles 
from the Pacific for all tho jw>d they 
Inivu from It as a carrier of freights. 
The open water route insures cheap 


Freights between Sun Francisco and the 
East. The overland roads can never 
compete witli it on goods that do not re- 
quire prompt delivery. It needs but 
cheap transportation to the interior to 
£Jve San Francisco the markets on this 
)lde of the Ilocky mountains, and far to 
Lhe north and south. 


The San Joaquin Valley road is a 


ioug step toward Insuring to San Fran- 
cisco the control of tho market that by 
nature belongs to her. It will give 
Lradu to tian Fmncfeco and cheaper 
goods to the towns and ranches. The 
men of Ihw city und tho valley should 
join forces heartily to build it. 


Mr. Hodgkiu pntisea eo uiucli, con- 
ducted us it is, is a mere farce, and kept 
up for the purpose of being able to de- 
duct the 30 cents a ton, 
We trust that the growers will thor- 


oughly investigate this matter, and feel 
sure that they will find that the Pro- 
ducers' Raisin Fucking Company, which 
is composed of a great number of grow- 
ers, is desirous of sustaininganycombi- 
iiatkm that ia organized for the benefit 
of the grower, providing the commission 
lacker is not included in it.
